NATO Lands 
Defy Nuclear 
Red Warning

OTTAWA (AP)-The 15 Atlantic 


allies defied Soviet warnings today 
and prepared to form an inter- 
allied nuclear strike force. 


The nuclear force was the main 


business before the foreign and 
defense ministers of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization at 
their

spring 


meeting opening today in Cana- 
da's House of Commons. 


The ministers were resolved to 


make the nuclear move without 
fuss or fanfare, as if it were a 
nation. Thel object was to get 
around the opposition of French 


i President Charles de Gaulle to a 
specifically designated NATO nu- 
clear force,; which he views as a 
way of consolidating U.S. power 
in Europe. De Gaulle has made 
plain he wants France to lead the 
West European allies. 


A delicately1 negotiated arrange-

member countries.

portation, inns, theaters and other 
places of amusement. 


It seemed to mean there could 


be no discrimination against Ne- 
groes in a privately owned inn or 
theater. 


But in 1883 the Supreme Court 


said Congress had gone loo far 
and

guaranteed by

Amendment when it passed the 
Civil Rights Act of 1875. The court 
declared the act unconstitutional.

6n a bateh of cases' in which a 
number of Negroes had been ar- 
rested,, mostly on trespass charg- 
es, for sit-in demonstrations at 
lunch counters where they were 
refused service along with white 
people. 


A court majority threw out the 


conviction. The reason: The store 
managers! hadbe en under pres- 
sure not to serve them. The pres- 
sure; the court said, came from 
state ,or city laws or local offi- 
cials. 


Thus the court went back to 


that '1883 decision which said the 
14th Amendment prohibited states 
from 
compelling discrimination 


against Negroes. In short, this 
meant for the future: 


Th e court was telling states 


with segregation laws not to ar- 
rest Negroes on a trespass charge 
when, 
protesting a restaurant 


manager's refusal to serve them 
at a white counter, they staged 
a sit-in. 


But the court left unanswered 


the question raised by old Judge* 
Harlan 80 years ago: Can an en- 
terprise-^-run to make money off 
)he public, like a restaurant or 
theater— discriminate against Ne- 
groes on its own without state , 
law? 


Justice William 0. Douglas said 


much what Justice Harlan 


said on 1883 although hfe was just 
giving his own views which were 
hjpt the controlling opinion of! the 
cjjiai majority: 


He said there are few private 


enterprises,- catering to the pub- 
lic, ' .which are not undjer some! 
state or city control or regula- 
tion: This, he said in 
effect, 


makes them public and not pri- 
vate and so they must serve all 
people. 


But the present Justice Harlan 


was not in full agreement with 
Douglas or the rest of the court 
majority. At one point he said an 
"ihdiyiduars right to restrict use 
of his property . ., . lies beyond 
reaph of the 14th Amendment." 


This could be interpreted as 


meaning that, where there is no 
compulsion from state or local 
Jaw, a private enterprise,, like a 
restaurant, has a right to refuse 
fo> serve Negroes. 


If this is a correct interpreta- 


tion, of his thinking, then he seems 
to disagree with his grandfather.

PEKING (AP)—They call the 


Communist revolution in China 
the Liberation. The date is Oct. 1, 
1949 
when 
Mao 
TEe-Tung de- 


clared the founding of the Peo- 
ples' Republic. As of that date 
there was not a single factory ca- 
pable of making needles and pins. 
So, at least, the Chinese declare. 


Now, 
they say, a very high pro- 


portion of all consumer goods 
and industrial equipment used in 
China is home-made. 


Whatever view may be taken 


of the means used by the Chi- 
nese to hoist themselves up—the 
harshness of the system and its 
ruthlessness toward many individ- 
ual lives—the achievement seems 
to be real and impressive. To 
judge the measure of its suc- 
cess, it is only necessary to com- 
pare the present state of China, 
14 years after revolution, with 
that of Russia in 1931. 


It is all the more peculiar,, then, 


that (he Chinese do not always 
seem content to let real achieve- 
ment speak for itself. They are so 
full of the glories of tomorrow 
that sometimes they confuse them 
with the facts of today. 


There's a steelworks at Wuhan, 


the university town on the Yang- 
tze .Begun in 1957, it now em- 
ploys 40,000. It reminded me of 
the old fashioned plant where I 
worked, as a trainee graduate 
metallurgist 
in 
England, 
in 


1937-39. 


There is nothing discreditable to 


the Chinese in this. The Wuhan 
Iron and Steel Company may be 
25 years behind the times but not 
so long ago industrial China was 
2,000 years behind. It did not ex- 
ist at all. 


All the same, the Chinese are 


not content. The planned output, 
they told us, is three million tons 
of steel a year. Very good; when 
would this target be achieved? 
This was one question they could 
not or would not answer. When 
pressed, they estimated the pres- 
ent output of this particular plant 
at one and a half million tons. 
But that didn't matter; what 
counted was the three million of 
tomorrow. 


There were six open hearth 


steel furnaces but only Nos. 1 and 
5 were working. This was a rather 
low proportion of the steelmaking 
capacity. One answer for this soon 
became apparent. The heavy roll- 
ing mill, we were told, will pro- 
duce rails, girders, plate, sheet 
and tubes. 


They are proud of their rolling 


mill but—it is not yet built. 


Today the main output is pig 


iron from the three blast fur- 
naces and cast iron, largely In 
the form of parts for agricultural 
machinery. 


Still, they do produce steel, 


bar, rod and strip. And since 
they started 
from scratch 
six 


years ago, this is a miracle in 
itself. 


Our travelling group encoun- 


tered 
this 
confusion 
between 


achievement and future reality 
all over China. At a children's 
palace in Shanghai—Where mid- 
dle school children come after 
hours for the usual cultural and 
•ecreational 
activities 
with 
a 


strong ideological tinge, we asked 
if they were especially selected. 


Of course not, we were told: 


all children can come. Yet among 
the hundreds there was not one 
who did not wear the red neck 
scarf of the Pioneers, the young 
Communist society. 


There was no conscious decep- 


tion here. The Chinese really 
wished to believe that the chil- 
dren's palace was open to all. 
just as they wished to bejieve 
that every Chinese citizen is free 
to choose his own work and to 
come and go as he pleases. As 
with some other peoples, what

BIRMINGHAM,, Ala. (AP) - 


Gov. 
George C. Wallace, thrust- 


fng state sovereignty into the 
path of federal authority, has set 
out to block court-ordered deseg- 
regation of the University of Ala- 
bama. 


The youthful Alabama governor 


laid his constitutional authority on 
the line Tuesday after the univer- 
sity board of trustees had agreed 
to admit two Negroes and U.S. 
Dist. Judge H. Hobart Grooms 
refused to delay the June 10 en- 
rollment. 


"I embody the sovereignty of 


this stale," declared Wallace, a 
veteran of battles with the feder- 
al government, "and I will be 
present to bar the entrance of any 
Negro who seeks to enroll at the 
university." 


Thus,, Wallace embarked upon 


the same course followed last fall 
by Gov. Ross Barnett of Missis- 
sippi who barred Negro James H.

State Urban 
Renewal Hits 
Arguments

Perhaps the most controversial 
ssue ever to hit many Arkansas 
ommunities is urban renewal. 
Urban renewal is a program by 
•hich the federal government pro- 
ides funds for the clearance of 
ubstandard housing and the prop- 
rty is then offered; for sale on 
ic open market for redevelop- 
ment by private enterprise. 


Controversy has arisen in scv- 
ral communities over federal 
ipport of what opponents call a 
leans by which the government 
nay force an occupant out of his 
ome and sell the property to 
omeonc else. 
Proponents say the program 
rovides a fair means for the oc- 
upant to be substantially rcim- 
ursed for the property with as- 
istanco provided in helping the 
ccupant find a new home clse- 
fhcrc in the community!. 
Little 
1 Rock1 has provided the 


late with leadership in urban rc- 
evval. Its program has been tin- 
ier way since the late 1950s and 
3 still going strong. 
Little Rock's program is head- 
el by Dowell Naylor Jr., cxe'cu- 
ive director of the Little Rock 
lousing Authority. Naylor admits 
he program has its shortcomings 
ut fc.'els the good it does far 
1 oul- 


veighs whatever bad it produces. 


"The program reclaims for the 
ity, old, wornout neighborhoods, 
iroviding a new tax base and pro- 
lucing eventually $5 for every $1 
pent on the program by the fed- 
ral government," says Naylor . 
"It absorbs much of the cost of 
icquisition and demolition of sub- 
tandard property," he continues. 
While the agency is not a "builcl- 


ng 
agency,." 
it 
will 
provide 


treets and playground areas in 
a cleared neighborhood. It also 
irovides an economical means of 
braining for cities the rights-of- 
vay for streets, freeways and oth- 
r civic projects. 
One of the 
chief 
arguments 


igainst the program is the forci- 
ng of people from their homes, 
aying them a market price, 
vhich is often below the price for 
vhich they can obtain equivalent 
lousing elsewhere.. 


For situations such as1 these the1 


agency has a full-time relocation 
rew to' assist displace home own- 
rs. Naylor admits that sometimes 
t is impossible to find homes for 
he same price paid for the one 
o be demolished. 
In this case he says it is pos- 
ible for the home owner to get 


long term FHA-approved loan 


vhich will make up the differ- 
nce. 
One of the state's leading op- 


ponents of the program is Arthur 


Mills, a Little Rock insurance 


man. 
Mills has traveled over 


much of the state at his own ex- 
pense, speaking against urban re- 
lewal. 


'You might call me a personal 


crusader for freedom," says Mills. 
He admits that there may be some 
good aspects of the program but 
'eels the evil outweighs the good. 


"They have completely eliminat- 


ed the human factor in this pro- 
gram," says Mills. 


Mills thinks that the program 


also could be worked out without 
use of federal funds. He says that 


Charlotte, N.C., has done this and 
has accomplished the same thin_ 
as urban renewal without an un- 
necessary expenditure of the tax 
payers money. 


Naylor is well aware of Mills' 


fight against the program and re- 
spects him for it. "Mills is sin- 
cerely and philosphically against 
the program and is using his own 
time and money to fight it," Nay- 
lor said. "You certainly have to 
respect a person like that."

Says Newport 
Voted for 
City Manager

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-t-The Ar- 


kansas Supreme Court affirmed 
today Jackson Circuit Court's rul- 
ing that Newport voters approved 
the city manager form of govern- 
ment in an election Aug. 21, 1962. 


The court based its opinion on 


the fact that there was no elec- 
tion fraud and said voters should 
not be disfranchised because elec- 
tion officials made numerous er- 
•ors in handling the votes. 


City officials appealed to the 


Supreme Court in the name of 
Newport,, which has a mayor- 
council form of government. The 
iigh court's decision was unani- 
mous. 


The circuit ourt rlecl that 849 


egal votes were cast for the plan 
and 034 against it. The case was 
taken to the circuit court by pro- 
manager forces after the original 
Ballot count showed 888 votes 
against and 86G for. 


Justice Ed McFaddin in the 


majority opinion said the absen- 
ce box, the key in the appeal, 
presented the most flagrant vio- 
ations of election laws of which 
loncst election officials c o u l d 
iave been guilty. He said it 
'gives us most serious concern; 
out we. emphasize that there is 
not the slightest allegation or sus- 
picion of fraud." 


The city of Newport contended 


hat the integrity of the box was 
destroyed because one of the elec- 
,ion officials tore up some of the 
Dallots, the box wasneverdeliv- 
erecl to the proper official at the 
courthouse, and the box and the 
Ballots cannot be found. 


When the box was opened, 


Faddin said, a list of voters and 
Iheir votes was compiled in the 
county clerk's office. The list was 
introduced in the case as evi 
dence. 


The absentee box went 67-21 for 
e city-manager plan. The circuit 


court threw out seven votes,, but 
affirmed the boxi on the basis of 
the list. 


McFaddin wrote that secrecy of 


the ballot was destroyed and nu- 
merous other sections of the elec- 
tion law were violated,, but since 
there was no allegation of fraud, 


urban renewal but organized op- 
position has developed in several 
communities. 


In Fort Smith, the opposition is 


credited with defeating a $2,600,- 
000 project which had been ap- 
proved by the Fort Smith City 
Commission. Opponents of

Government League,, forced the 
issue to a popular vote by ob 
taining petitions with thousands of 
signatures. 


Another group, Fort Smith: Citi- 


zens for Progress, backed the is 
sue and on first count of the votes 
it appeared that urban renewa 
had been approved by the people 


However,, a recount showed tha 


the project was defeated by a 
mere two votes. 


Naylor says he feels that the de 


feat of the project was a resul 
of overconfidence on the part o 
proponents. "They thought thej 
had the election and they didn' 
get their people out to vote," he 
concluded. 


Whatever the view, urban re 


newal is up to the residents of tto 
individual communities and they 
will decide the issue by the ballol
